Announcement by Colonel B. L. 
Bugg, receiver of the A., B. & A., 
that he is perfectly willing to have 
the interstate commerce commission 
make a thorough probe of the af- 
fair$ of the road, and the announce- 
ment that the road had been forced, 
as the result of the strike of the 
men, to pass the pay roll due March 
15 were the principal developments 
of yesterday. 

The statement of the receiver in 
regard to the interstate commerce 
commission follows the actioh of 
the union employees in making an 
®ppeal to that body, news of which 
was carried in The Constitution of 
Tuesday morning. The men charged 
that the road is not being economic- 
ally operated, and that much valu- 
able material is rapidly deteriorat- 
ing in value. 

The union. men gave out a list 
of, the number of officers of the 


American council. 

The objects of the new organiza- 
tion were declared to be the co-or- 
dination of the werk and plans. of 
the various organizations engaged 
in patriotic and civie activities, the 
Optaining of the co-operation of 
the public, elimination of duplica- 
tion and waste, and minimization’ 
of financial appeals for support. 
The constitution adopted by the 
council limits the activities of the 
Organization to the promofNon of 
education for patriotism and sood 
citizenship, and specifically forbids 
its entering ~ economic, industrial, 
sectarian or partisan political 
fields. 

Dr. David Gayne Hill, former am- 
bassador to Germany, in taking the 
chair as permanent presiding of- 
ficer of the conference, said those 
engaged in the Americanization 
work must confine their effurts to 
the United States, and have nothing 
to do with foreign governments, 

Colonekh Frank W. Gailbraith, Jr., 
commander of the American Legion, 
declared there was “never a time” 
when Americanization work was 
more needed, because, he said, “un- 
American a disloyal propaganda 
is being opefily preached, some of 
it by foreign sources, and some in 
the interests of foreign govern- 
ments.” ‘ ' 

A united effort is necessary to 
“see that hyphenated Americanism 
doesn’t raise its head once moré,” 
asserted H. J. Ryan, chairman of 
the Americanization commission of 
the American Legion. 

Must Love Country. 

Colin H. Livingstone, president 
of the boy scouts, told the confer- 
ence that foreigners must be pre- 
vented “from using us as battle 
grounds” for their interests, other- 
wise “we are liable to disintegrate 
into groups fighting for foreign 
governments.” The object of Amer- 
icanzation, he added, should be “to 
make Americans in loye with their 
Own country.” 

Livingstone Phillips, president of 
the League of Foreign-Born Citi- 
zens, suggested that the govern- 
ment have prospective immigrants 
examined at ports on the other 
side.

Leading Figure in Baptist 
Church Dies of Acute In- 
digestion, After Brief 
Illness. 


Dr. S. Y. Jameson, superintendent 
of enlistment of the home mission 
board of the Southern Baptist con- 
vention and one of the best known 
Baptist ministers and educators in 
the south, died at 9 o’clock Tuesday 
night at his residence No. 1 Eleventh 
street, of acute indigestion after be- 
ing ill only twelve hours.

Ardmore, Okla., March 15.—The 
‘ten-year love affair of Jake L. Ha- 
mon, millionaire politician, and 
Clara Smith Hamon, on trial charged 
with his murder, was recited in 
graphic detail here Tuesday when 
the young defendant took the stand. 

It was a day of thrills in the lit- 
tle court room, ranging from a panic 
which threw the court into an up- 
roar when the prosecution charged 
that “the whole Smith family lived 
off the defendant’s relations with

Contradictory Statements 
Made by Men in Murder

Contradietory stafements made by 
the men who admitted that they 
were in the death car that took 
Fred G. Thompson on the fatal ride, 
which terminated near Lakewood Fri- 
day night when Thompson was cut 
to death by J. C. Thomas, will be 
investigated by Solicitor John A.

Coburn, attorney for Homer Pitts, 
driver of the car, for Edwin N.

Pitts and Shute, 1s held as a mate- 
rial witness, denied Tuesday that 
there is any significance in the fact 
that he is counsel for the Ku Klux 
Klan, a secret organization. 

Colonel W. J. Simmons, head of 
the order, was out 5 4 town Tuesday, 
but his representatives stated that 
the rumor which became  carrent 
after Captain Coburn was: retained 
as counsel by the three material wit- 
nesses, to the effect that the men 
were members of the Ku Klux Klan,. 
was without basis. 


"Statement by Klan. 


“The Klan, of course,” says this 
statement, “absolutely forbids, in its 
charter and in its oath, any taking 
of the law in hand or any sort of 
use of force; Were it found that 
any member of the order had taken 
part in such a thing he would im- 
mediately be dealt with; were it 
found that any chapter of the order 
anywhere in the United States had 
approved such behavior, their char- 
ter would be revoked without the 
slightest hesitation. 

“The Kian absolutely and utterly 
denies any rumors which might 
have arisen without foundation 
charging the slightest sort ef con- 
nection with the tragedy.” 

Captain Coburn made the follow- 
ing statement: 

“You can say for me, first of atl, 
that neither Mr. Pitts nor Mr. Shute 
are members of the Ky Klux Klan. 
I do not know as to Mr. Norton. 
That is an absolute fact. It is a 
fact that I do repr@sent the Ku 
Klux Kian. I also repfresent sev- 
eral iabor unions and several other’ 
fraternal orders. There is no more 
ground for connecting the Ku Klux 
Klan with this case because I rep- 
resent the Kian than there is for 
connecting others of my clients.”

SHIP BOARD PLAN 
TO.AID GULF PORTS, 
DECLARES SUTTER 


Former Commissioner 
Says Board Intends to 
Upbuild Gulf Shipping 
for Mississippi Valley 
Benefit. 


SOLUTION IS SEEN 
OF MARINE PROBLEM 


Capital Declared Already 
Interested, But Action 
Awaits New Board Ap- 
pointments by Harding. 


Washington, March 15.—Obstacles 
in the way of further allocation of 
government tonnage for operation 
in the Néw Orleans-Brazil trade 
have been removed, former Commis- 
sioner Sutter, of the shipping boare. 
announced tonight. The action was 
taken, he added, notwithstanding 
the refusal of the board last month 
to allocate ships to the United States 
Maritime and DeVelopment company, 
of Detroit. 

On the protest of the Mississippi 
Shipping company, Mr. Sutter ex- 
plained, the board refused to allo- 
cate ships to the Detroit company. 
But, on March 3, he added, the board 
by resolution, gave the Detroit com- 
pany the standing of an operator, 
Which would enable it to apply for 
government ships upon the show- 
ing that they will not be operated 
in competition with established 
routes. 


Clared, is to build up tha shippine 
in the gulf ports for the benefit 
of the Mississippi valley section. so 
that products originating there will 
have a more cCirgct route to the 
foreign markets than by the way of 
Atlantic ports. 

“The solution of the American 
merchant marine problem,” he said, 
“lies in the Mississippi valley, where 
70 per cent of the country’s foreign 
commerce originates.” 

Detroit and St. Louis capital is 
already interested in the operation 
of government ships out of gulf 
ports, Mr. Sutter asserted, and the 
board hopes to dispose of a num- 
ber of its vessels through creating 
a market for ships in the Missis- 
sippi valley. 

Allocation of sufficient tonnage to 
the gulf ports, he said, would enable 
producers as far north as the Great 
Lakes to send their goods by rail 
or inland water routes to the gulf 
and thereby avoid the rail shipment 
to the Atlantic. Development of 
this projects he acded, would . be 
pushed, but definite action would 
probably await the appointment of 
the new shipping board.by President 
Harding.

Mrs. Homer Thompson 
Had Sent Message to Er- 
nest Brown, His Brother 
Tells Officers. 


WIFE BEGS HUSBAND 
NOT TO DESERT HER 


Two Leave in Auto—Pic- 
tures of Her First Hus- 
band, Posed in Coffin, 
Are Found. 


With his wedding date set for 
next Sunday, Ernest Brown, 28 
years old, was shot and killed eare- 
ly last night near his home in De- 
Kalb county on the Brown’s Mil} 
road. 

Followmgg the shooting, DeKalb 
county officers began scouring the 
surrounding territory and asked the 
help of officers of all nearby cite 
ies, in an effort to find and to 
arrest Homer Thompson, a farmer, 
and a neighbor of. the dead man, 
who is*believed to have done the 
killing and who, the authorities 
claim left the scene immediately in 
& new automobile, accompanied hy 
his wife, the alleged cause of the 
tragedy. 

The body of Brown was found a 
few minutes after the shooting by 
the hired man in the ZXhompson 
home and by Walter rown, @& 
brother. They arrived a few min- 
utes before he died. 


Rendezvous Is Alleged. 


Mrs. Thompson, according to in- 

formation given the sheriff. ~had 
arrangeec a rendezvous with Brown. 
While the two were together, it is 
alleged, Thompson returned to his 
home, and, finding nobody at home 
except the hired man, started down 
the road. Soon afterward, the shots 
were heard, and Thompson and his 
wife rushed into their house, at 
cording to Sheriff McCurdy. 
The woman screamed as they en- 
tered, pleading with her husband 
not to abandon her, according to 
the story told by the hired man. 
At first Thompson said he did not 
have time to talk with her, but at 
last they Both filed in their auto- 
mobile. 

The shooting caused great excite- 
ment in the little community. De 
Kalb county officers arrived in auto- 
mobiles soon after receiving the re- 
port of the shooting and immediate- 
ly began an investigation. Sur- 
rounding towns were asked to keep 
a watch for the fleeing automobile, 

Says He Received Message. 

Walter Brown, brother of the 
dead man, told the officers that his 
brother was in the house of one 
of his negro tenants when another 
negro brought him a message to 
meet Mrs. Thompson. Brown was 
shot about 100 yards from the 
Thompson home, in the middle of 
the road. 

DeKalb officers say that they be- 
lieved Thompson had been drinking, 
as a half-pint bottle of whisky, 
apparently recently emptied, was 
found in his room. 

Eight large photographs of Mrs. 
Thompson's first husband, believed 
to have been killed on Decatur 
street some time ago, were found 
in her room. The pictures showed 
the man in his coffin, and several 
were prominently displayed about 
the room, on the mante!] and bureau. 
Others were found in a bureau 
drawer and in a trunk.

B. & A. The 
A., B. & A.meets keen competition 
everywhere, and its siiccessful oper- 
ation requires skillful men of much 
experience, who are willing to de- 
vote their entire time, without re- 
Sard to the number of hours that 
may. be involved in a day’s work. 
None of them draw the line at night 
hours per day. 

High Pay for Enginec cs. 

“Some of the engineers and con- 
‘fluctors are paid, for Ave and six 
hours per day, about as much as 
Fome of the executive officers are 


, baid, who work from ten to twelve 


hours per day, and on holidays, be- 
sides. 

“The executive officers have all 
very cheerfully accepted the pro- 
nosed reduction. The appeal to the 
interstate commerce commission 
strikes me as being for advertising 
At the same time 
any investigation the interstate 
commerce. commission wished to 
make will be welcomed by me, 

“Many of the executive officers 
of this and other railroads would 
doubtless be entirely willing to 
work for less salaries than are be- 
ine naid by the laboring men to 
Mr. Hogsed and Mr. Fitzpatrick.

Workers on Eastern 


Roads Not to. Accept, 


Cuts—Will Carry Fight 
Before Board. | 


New York, March 15.—Railroad 
workers in the east have decided 
to reject all proposals of wage re- 
ductions and carry their fight to 
the railroad labor board, if the cuts 


‘| are put into effect. 


Representatives of the workers 
who have been holding conferences 
here it was definitely learned to- 
night, have decided Upon this course, 
taking the pDosition that the pres- 
ent wage standare must be main- 
tained and economic conditions will 
not permit any reduction, 

There is little danger of any ces- 
sation of work should the railroads 
put the reductions in force, union 
officials said, as the employees will 

ppeal to the railroad labor board 

t Chicago and abide by its de- 
cision. The railroad managements, 
it is understood, will also obey the 
board's edict. 

The position of the workers was 
officially made clear today, when 
representatives of the unskilled men 
notified the management of the New 
York Central railroad that they 
flatly refused to consider proposed 
wage cuts of from 17% to 21 per 
cem, “as we find that those em- 
vployees today are not receiving suf- 
ficient income to maintain their 
families properly.” 

Big Four Aloof. 

Represefhtatives of the skilled 
workers of the New York Centra! 
With the exeeption of those in the 
“Big Four Brotherhoods,” it was 
learned, have also decided to reject 
proposed wage cuts. Altogether, 
approximately 70,000 ,employees of 
the Central lines have decided to 
oppose any reduction. 

After receiving proposals for 
wage reductions for unskilled labor 
ranging from 7 to 13% cents per 
hour, effective April 16, from the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and West- 
ern railroad, labor representatives 
in conference hefe, it was learned, 
practically decided to reject this of- 
fer. They will make their final 
answer at another conference called 
for March 23. 

Union leaders declared tonight 
that if the New York Central put 
the proposed decreases into effect 
April 1, without first getting per- 
mission from the labor board. it 
would be a violation of the trans- 
portation act. Railroad officials 
said that board would be requested 
immediately to authorize the reduc- 
tions. 


Decline to Join. 


Labor representatives declined to 
join with the New York Central 
in a joint petition asking the labor 
board to adjust the wage question, 
because at present they have no 
grievance against the company, said 
Anthony Spair, general chairman in 
this district of the United Brother- 
hood of Maintenance of Way Em- 
ployees and Railroad Shop Laborers. 

“We believe it is up to the com- 
pany to go to the board.” he add- 
ed. “Of course, if it does not and 
pute its proposed cuts into effect, 
we shall appeal to the board for 
our own protection. 

“The railroad workers are going 
to obey the transportation act to 
the letter. There will be nd trou- 
ble if the railroad managements do 
like wise.”

All-American Mass Meeting 
in New York, March 18, 
Is Approved. 


The American Legion of Georgia 
has sent its greetings and its in- 
dorsement of the great all-American 
mass meeting to be held under the 
leadership of the Legion at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, on March 
18, as the answer and a national

Mr. F. W. Galbraith, Jr., national 
commander of the Legion, has been 
placed in charge of arrangements 
for the meeting by a committee rep- 
resenting fifty patriotic, civic, fra- 
ternal, professional and labor organ- 
izations. Mr. Galbraith has sent 
word to Mr. Bloodworth that the 
meeting will be the “mightiest patri- 
otic demonstration America has wit- 
nessed since the armistice.” Tele- 
grams wiil be read from every state 
in the union. On behalf of the 
ex-service men of Georgia, A. L. 
Henson, state commander of the le- 
gion, has wired Mr. Galbraith as 
follows: 

“Executive Committee, Georgia 
Department, indorses unqualifiedly 
your national campaign against 
German propaganda, Georgia le- 
giotfnaires will support you to last 
ounce of strength. Call on us for 
anything.” . 

In his response to the Georgia 
greetings Mr. Galbraith asserted 
that he was being deluged with tel- 
egrams from all parts of the coun- 
try. He writes: 

“There has been nothing like it 
since the wave of patriotic ardor 
enveloped the nation following our 
declaration of war against Germany. 
It marks the spontaneous beginning 
of a great all-American counter-of- 
fensive against enemy propaganda 
which is sweeping America. It is 
the natural reaction from the na- 
tional wave of resentment which 
swept the country in the wake of 
the exposure by the American Le- 
gion of the projected revival of Ger- 
man propaganda efforts in this

27, 1920. The government charges 
the warrant was not properly re- 
corded. 

On January 29, Griggs was car- 
ried back to the jail at Monticello. 
3 Sheriff Persons released Griggs 
from the jail without the preper 
court procedure and the govern- 
ment contends that the arrest of 
Griggs was a scheme to return him 
to his former employer. Shortly 
after the government began an in- 
vestigation, it is said, the negro 
was rearrested by Sheriff Persons. 

H. K. Persons Surrenders, 

H. K. Persons surrendered Tues- 
day afternoon to John Dean Stew- 
ard, chief deputy of the United 
States district court, and furnished 
pond. He stated that Sheriff Per- 
sons, his uncle, would appear and 
furnish bond within a day or two. 

Although the indictments grew 
out of the investigation made by 
department of justice agents into 
peonage conditions in Georgia, the 
men were not indicted under the 
peonage law, but under an entirely 
different section of the statutes, 
which provides for the punishment 
of “whoever kidnaps or carries 
away any other person with the in- 
tent that such other person be sold 
into involuntary servitude, or held 
as a slave.”

The court was not in session to- 
day, a recess having been ordered to 
give one of the defendants, Arch 
Williams, an opportunity to attend 
the funeral of his child, which had 
died in Matewan Stinday. Williams 
made the trip to his home in com- 
pany of an officer. 

Thomas Felts, general manager of 
the detective agency which employ- 
ed seven of the men who were 
killed in the Matewan battle, today 
announced that he intends to pros- 
ecute Dan Chambers, a bank clerk, 
on a charge of forgery. The name 
of Chambers was brought into the 
proceedings several times during 
the past week, when. handwriting 
experts testified that he was the 
writer of the signature on a war- 
rant which was said to have been 
taken out of the pocket of Albert

battle. This warrant was for the 
errest of Sid Hatfield, chief of po- 
lice of Matewan, and one of the de- 
fehdants in the present trial.

WITTE CHALLENGES) 
EK-KAISER'S CLAIM 


Memoirs of Russian 
Statesman Tell How 
William of Germany 
Fricked Him on Treaty. 


Ne wYork, March 15.—The former 
German empPeror’s proposal for a 
league of nations, described in his 
hook written with the object of 
showing that Great Britain was re- 
sponsible for the world war, ex- 
cerpts of which have been cabled 
from The Hague, is definitely 
*~hallenged and contradicted in the 
memoirs of Count Witte, the no- 
ted Russiay statesman. The form- 
er German ‘emperor. asserts that he 
proposed a league of nations con- 
sistin~ of the triple alliance and 
the French and Russian alliance, 
and that this proposal was accepted 
by the Russian emperor and Count 
Witte. 

After detailing in an _ earlier 
chapter a proposal of the German 
smperor for an offensive economic 
illiance between Russia and Ger- 
manv against the United States, 
“ount Witte refers to his so-called 


In 1905 Count Witte saw,the Ger- 
man ruler on his way to Russia 
‘fter negotiating the treaty of 
Portsmouth, and their talk assumed 
a serious aspect. | 

“Having referred briefly to my 


and reverted 
I re- 
iterated my profound belief in the 
desirability of a general reap- 
proachment of the three main bod- 
ies politic of Europe—Russia. Ger- 
many and France—this reapproach- 
ment tending to become a close 
which, of course. would be 
joined by other European powers. 
Delivered from burden of militarv 
expenditure, Europe would be ena- 
bled to create a mighty naval force, 
which would dominate the world. 
His majesty assured me that he 
shared by views. and then declared 
that my scheme had finally been 
carried into effect at his meeting 
with jiinarer Nicholas at Biorkoe. 
Having imparted to me this extraor- 
dinary piece of news. his majesty 
asked me whether I was satisfied 
with this develonment, and. in mv 
innocence, I renlied that his words 
had filled my heart with joy. We 
parted.” 

Upon his arrival in St. Petersburg 
(Petrograd) Count Witte had an in- 
terview with Emperor Nicholas. 
“His majesty told me.” writes the 
count. “that he had recet¥ed a let- 
ter from Emperor William, in which 
the German emperor spoke of me in 
admiring terms. He was glad, he 
added, that I *shared the views 
which were the foundation of his 
agreement with Germany, conclud- 
ed at Bijorkoe. The text of this 
mysterious agreement, however, his 
majesty did not show me. 

“The next day I met Count Lams- 
dorff, our minister of foreign af- 
fairs. After the customary greet- 
ings‘and congratulations, he asked 
me, his voice vibrant with it- 
controlled indignation: 

“Do you really approve ‘of the 
Bjorkoe compact” 

“IT replied in the affirmative and 
proceeded to unfold my views on 
the desirability of an entente be- 
tween Russia. Germany and France, 
when he interrupted me, saying:

Restraint of Immigration.

Raps Socialists. 

“You can’t imprison a thought 
or hang an idea,” he said, refer- 
ring to free speech. “Stop the evil 
of free speech by stopping it in 
yourself. If you don’t like what a 
socialist or a syndicalist says, live 
your own life in a way to show him 
that you. contribute more to -the 
good of your community than all 
the socialists and syndicalists 
thrown together.

Talks to Lions 

Restoration of an individualistic 
consciousness was urged by former 
Vice President Thomas R. Marshall 
in an informal speech at the week- 
ly luncheon of the Lions’ club Tues- 
day noon at the Ansley hotel. 

“We have gone far recently to- 
ward getting men to work in the 
mass,” he said. “The great prob- 
lem today is to restore the individ- 
uality in American life, and make 
the individual realize what it means 
to be an American citizen. 

“The southland is the hope of 
America today. Here are more near- 
ly to be found the sons of the re- 
public than anywhere else in Amer- 
ica. On your shoulders rests not 
only the responsibility of determ'n- 
ing whether the republic shall en- 
dure, but also the greater ropon- 
sibility of determining whetlh,.= an 
individualistic representative” de- 
mocracy has the right to endure.” 

Mr. Marshall, who was _intro- 
duced by Clark Howell, editor of 
The Constitution, was enthusiasti- 
caly greeted. He referred to the 
welcome as “a manifestation of the 
great American characteristic that 
nothing is considered too good for 
the dead.” 

“Mr. Howell introduced me as a 
cistingu:shed American,” he contin- 
ued.' “He should have said an extin- 
guished American. He also said I 
had been in Washington for the past 
eight years, but whether I was hold- 
ing office there or passing through 
a long siege of sleeping sickness, is 
not for me to decide.” 

Mr. Marshall reached this city 
Tuesday noon, and went at once to 
the Piedmont hotel. He was greet- 
ed at the hotel by Governor-elect 
Thomas W. Hardwick. At the Ter- 
apa! station, he was met by J..R. 
Smvvh, president of the Lions’ club 

ha brief interview, he expresscd 
relief at being out of office, and 
advanced the opinion that all offi- 
Cilals except supreme court judges, 
members of congress and technica!

PRESIDENT APPROVES 


RESTRICTED IMPORTS, 


Anti-Dumping Measure De- 
signed to Keep Out Flood 
of Cheap Goods. 


BY JOHN GLEISSNER, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, March 15.—President 
Harding has given his approval to 
the immediate passage of an anti- 


dumping measure by the special ses- 
Sion of congress, 

He also approved changing the 
eXisting tariff laws. so duties will 
be collected on the value of goods 
in the American market, and not 
on their value in the country of 
their origin. 

The president made this known to 
Senator Boies Penrose, of Pennsy!- 
vania, chairman of the finance com- 
mittee of the upper chamber, and 
Representative Joseph W. Fordney, 
of Michigan, chairman of the house 
ways and means committee, when 
they called at the white house late 
Tuesday. 

Penrose and Fordney acted under 
instructions from thelr committees, 
which had agreed in joint session 
that the project for an emergency 
tariff law should be abandoned. 
and the anti-dumping and changed 
valuation legislation should be en- 
acted instead. 

President Harding withheld dec!- 
sion on whether revenue legislation 
or tariff legislation should be en- 
acted first by the special session. 
The reason for this, according to 
Penrose, is that the president wishes 
to take counsel with other members 
of the two committees, and with 
congressional leaders. The ques- 
tion has been in dispute, and it had 
been expected the two committee 
heads and the president would agree 


on a program to which the lead-' 


ers could adhere. and which could 
be rushed through congress with a 
minimum of delay.

PROFESSIONAL VIEWS 
ON COTTON SITUATION 


New Orleans, March 15—(Special)—Advent 
of spring is attended by a more hopeful view 
of general world conditions, especially re- 
garding cotton situation, in which there are 
many departments. 

This is the- time of the year when the 
sap is rising, when nature blossoms in all 
its glory, reminding men that the future 
is full of promise. 

Gradually the clouds of war in Europe 
are disappearing, and the emblem of peace 
is seen on the horizon. The political situ- 
ation in the Near East is said to have im- 
proved, and press advices are to the effect 
that England is to sign a trade agreement 
with Russia tomorrow. 

Having taken stock as to its future needs, 
the south finds itself with an abundance 
of old crop cotton on hand, and has arrived 
at the conclusion that it will be to its in- 
terest, and to the betterment of the country 
in general, to plant for,a much smaller 
cotton crop this year and to grow more of 
foodstuffs for home consumption and for 
export. 

Accordingly, old crop cotton is being held 
for a higher price, and the contemplated 
drastic reduction in the acreage is for the 
purpose of making ‘higher prices possible 
eventually. 

It would be the part of folly for the south 
to follow amy other policy except the one 
it has adopted, since raw cotton is selling 
below the cost of production already, as a 
full crop this year would undoubtedly bring 
ruin to the southern planter. 

This development, now in its primary 
stage, has yet to have its influence on the 
price of the staple, but will gradually as- 
sert its significance of the situation pros- 
pectively. 

Meanwhile Liverpool appears to be in a 
more cheerful mood, evidenfly because of 
England’s disposition to enter a trade agree- 
ment with Russia on the assurance that 
Russia will cease its propaganda fin the 
British dominions, in India and . 
which, while favorable for British inter- 
ests, permits the possipliity of greater ac- 
tivity of the bolshevik, particularly agaiyst 
Poland. However, Poland held her own last 
year, and will likely do so again this year 
if the contemplated drive by the Reds 
materializes. H. & B.' BEER. 


New York, March 15.—(Special.)—Liver- 
pool was again better than due this morn- 
ing, reflecting the better feeling over the 
developments of the Russian situation, 
where it is reported that some agreement 
will be reached shortly between the soviet 
government and Great’ Britain. Sentiment 
is again becoming more hopeful as to the 
future, principally because all the unfavor- 
able news which has appeared during the 
past week has had so little effect on the 
market, indicating a sold-out market. '

N NAVAL FLYING 


Big Program of Naval 
Aviation Building , Ex- 
pected Shortly in ,Land 
of Nippon. 


' 

Washington, March 15.—Embarka- 
tion by Japan on an elaborate pro- 
gram of naval aviation i$ to be ex- 
pected in the “opinion of Officials 
here by the recent activity of the 
Japanese government in the pur- 
chase of airplanes in Europe and 
in the endeavor to énlist the expert 
advice of British naval fliers. 

Until quite recently naval statis- 
thes show, Japan had made little’ 
or no provision for naval aviation, 
but advices received today in .offi- 
cail circles declare there has been 
unusual activity in that branch of 
national defense on the part of the 
Japanese government. 

Disappointed at the failure of the 
British naval air mission to send 
to Japan this year at the request 
of the Japanese government thirty 
officers and men to give expert iIn- 
struction in naval flying, the Japa- 
nese government has obtained gin- 
stead a private mission of twenty 
ex-naval flying officers and men 
from the Vickers’ company in Great 
Britain, according to the reports. 
These experts, the advices declare, 
are to be used,.in instructing the 
new Japanese naval air service in 
the use of airplanes aboard war ves- 
sels and in the manufacture of air- 
Planes and motors. The party, 
which is expected to arrive in Japan 
next month, is taking with them for 
instruction purposes several of the 
latest model Short and Vickers air- 
planes. 

The Japanese government, AC: | 
cording to the same reports, has 
ordered recently from France air- 
plane equipment as follows: Three 
six-passenger Spad type, 50 Breguet 
type, equipped for day bombard-' 
ment; 10 Nieuport type, double com- 
mand, and 20 ©f similar type with 
single command. 

In addition the Japanese govern- 
ment has begun the building of an 
aircraft carrier as an adjunct to 
the battle fleet, capable of carry- 
ing 30 or 40 planes. 

Completion this spring at Kasumi- 
gaura of a new airplane factory to 
equip the Japanese naval air serv- 
ice also is reported.
